The Buried City.. 


The following description of Pompeii is— 
necessardy—from the pen of Mark Twain: 

l always had an idea that you went down 
into Pompeii with torches, by the damp, dark 
steps, just as you do in silver mines, and 
traversed gloomy tunnels, with lava over- 
head, and sometimes on either hand, like 
dilapidated prisons, gouged ont of solid earth, 
that faintly resembled houses. But you slo 
nothing of the kind. Fully one half of the 
buried city, pelaps, is completely exhumed, 
and thrown open freely to the light of day; 
and there stand the long rows of solidly-built 
brick houses (roofless) just as they stool 
eighteen hundred years ago, hot with thu 
flaming stn. And there Ite their floors, clean 
swept, and nota bright fragment tarnished 
f the labored mosaics that pic- 
tured them with the beasts, and birds, and 
fluwers which we copy in perishable carpets 
to-day. There are the Venuses, and Bac- 
chuses, and Adontes, in many-hued frescoes 
on the wall of the saloon and bed-chamber. 
There are the naow streets, deeply ruttect 
with the chariot wheels of the Pompenans 
of hy gone centuries; and there are the bakers’ 


jy shops, the temples, the halls of justice, the 


baths, the theatres—all clean swept and neaf, 
and suggesting nothing of the nature of a 
silyer mine away down in the bowels of the 
mth. 

The aun shines as brightly down on old 
Pompo to day, asit did when our Savior 
was born in Bethlebeim, and its streets are 
cleaner a hundred times than ever Pompeii- 
ans saw them in her prime. [ know whereof ~ 
I speah, for im the great chief thoroughfares 
(Merchant sticet and the stiect cf Fortune), 
have [ not seen with my own eyes how for 
two hundred years at least the pavements 
How ruts five and ten 
inches deep were worn into the flagstones by 
the chartot wheels of generations of swindled 
tux payers? And don't I know by these 


mans that the Sticet Commissioners of Pom- 


pen never attended to their business, and, 
that if they mended the pavements they 
never cleaned them. I speak with feeling 
on this subject, because | caught my foot im 
one of those ruts, and the sadness that came 
over me when Isaw the fust skeleton, with 
ashes and Java stiching to it, was tempered 
by the reflection that may be that party was 
the Street Commissioner, 

No, Pompen is no longer a buried city. It 
1s n cty of hundreds and hundreds of roofless 
houses, and a tangled maze of streets, where 
one could easily get lost without a guide, 
and have to sleep in some ghostly palace that 
had known no living tenants since that 
as ful November mghé of cighteen centuries 
ago.

[CORRBSPONDENCT ARIZONA MINER | 


Bostox, Mass., June 7, 1870. 

A word from the “Hub” may add a littl 
to the variety of the Mrvcr’s contents, es- 
pecially as it is the dull season in your town, 
and the melting, sweltering season here. 
Were I to itemize this city just at this time, 
it would be about as follows: © Biz,” rather 
dull; produce on the decline ; money plenty ; 
weather hot; stampede for tho country be- 
coming general; polities below par; religion 
large in quantity ; stimulating beverages in 
demand; water at discount, with htue dg- 
mand; women ugly and gay; every one for 
himself and the devil, or police, tahes the 
hindmost However, this is a noble old city, 
in many iespects. lt has the “Common,” 
“ Panuel Hall,” and the remembrance of some 
such old charactersas "Cotton Mather,” Jolin 
Hancock, John Adams, and the like, to make 
it glorious, But Boston cannot boast of a 
single great man, that is in any way influ- 
encing the State or nation. Prof. Agassis, of 
Harvard, is a great naturalist, but does httle 
for the elevation of the mases, Since the 
death of Theodore Parker, there remains not 
a single man in Boston who is felt asa power | 
inthe land Yet Boston thinks itself the 
centre of the universe, out from which must 
radiate all hght and wisdom 

It has solid buildings and solid men, and 
though reputed to be very suber, moral and 
pous, it bas fun and folly enough in it now. 
The aty has grown vary much in the last 
ten years, and has taken in Roxbury and Dor- 
chester, and is now anxious to swallow up 
Charlestown and Cambridge. It is now the | 
centre of business for more than half a mih- l 
10n of people. More than one half of the: 
people who do business im the aty hve in! 
the adjoining cities and towns, of which | 
there are fifteen or twenty within a distance 
of fifteen miles. There is no other city on 
the continent that has more delightful sur- 
roundings than this, It is perfectly chaim- ' 
ing to ride through the adjacent villages, 
made up of clegant houses, gardens and 
giounds, In its schools, societies —ehant- 
able and otherwise, its churches and public 
buildings, hotels and solid blocks, it 1s not 
surpassed by uny other city in the United 
States The same may be said for it mm re- 
gard to shop-keepers, tiinket manufactmers 
and peddlers Everybody is intent on mah- , 
ing a penny ora fortune, by hook or by erook, | 
by talk or by work, by selling n tooth-pick 
or a steam-ship 

One thing that particularly attracts the 
attention of strangers in Boston, is the ad-! 
mirable police regulations, and the gentle- 
manly appearance of the men connected with 
police affans. Yesterday was the annual fr 
of the military of the city, and ten thousand 
people were assembled on the common to wit- 
ness the display—and so admirably was cv- 
erything arranged, that there was not the 
least disturbance, and not a single artest 
Eveiy body was pleased, and many weie gay 
The Governor (who is a second ot third rate 
man) reviewed the troops. Music, in volum- 
inous quantities, was blowed out; cannon 
were fired, and, most likely, some fire-water 
guzaled, Tt is difficult to judge correctly of 
actual moralities of a city, bat this may be 
sud of this city, it preserves the appeuaner 
of decency and motality, quito as well as in 
more primitive days. On the whole I judge 
that the former rigidity of morals and reli- 
gion has softened, and a spirit of tolerance 
has taken the place of puritanic narrowness 
and bigotry. Here, as elsewhere, there is 
manifested an extravagance and folly in 
gorgeous hotels and churches that is almost 
unpardonable. Fashion and display are no- 
where elso more conspicuous than in connec- 
tron with religion, churches and congiega- 
tions. Extravagance and show are blinding ı 
the cyes of the people to the great interests | 
of hte; sapping the foundations of real worth 
and womanly character, ~ad itis making 
genuine homes rare, if not impossible. The 
domestic condition of New England was 
oncea matter to boast of; but certainly 
there 1s cause of serious reflection now, when 
a single term of court lias seventy applica- 
tions for divorce on its calendar--and Con- 
necticut leads all other States in the propor- 
tional number of divorcees. You will sce ac- 
counts of the doings of a Boston party in 
San Francisco about these days. The party of 
120 purports to be from the Board of Trade. 
It is, however made up of everybody and 
anybody, who could raise the required six 
hundred dollars. But so far as the Friscuans 
are pleased, it is just as well, For whether 
a man sells flour and beens, greenbacks and 
railroad stocks, or gin cocktails, and pea nuts, 
it will not much affect his gastronomic or 
bibulous capacities. Half the doings of civ-

The following tine passage is from “The 
Primeval World of Hebrew Tradition,” a 
new volume by Rey. F. M. Hedge, D. D. 

If, then, we fairly envisage the idea of a} 
life of nine hundred years, if we picture to 
ourselves the intolerable burden of sucha life, 
we can hardly believe that the antediluyin 
world were cursed with that load And the 
more we ponder this idea the more dearly 
shall we sce the falsity of the old theological 
yiew that represents death—the death of the 
body—as a curse which man drew down up- 
on himself by his disobedience. Notu curse 
but a blessing, without whith life itself would 
be a ctnse. Of all the angels that wait 
around the Throne and do the bidding of 
Eternal Love, there i> none whose ministry 
is more indispensable than that of the angel 
of death. Whatever sorrows may attend 
the timing, the method and accidents of that 
ministration, the end is sure and supreme 
blessing. 

In the order of nature every day of oaith- 
ly existence is rounded with sleep by which 
the soml dies mto a new and replenished hfe 
If that sleep, which is temporary death, be 
long withheld, insanity ensues. Phe mind 
cannot bear the strain of a too protracted | 
waking. And by the same order the great 
day of mortahty must have its crowmng 
sleep of proportionate duration. H that 
crowning sleep were too long deferied, the 
interminable day would be a burden and a 
curse, 

And why, it may be asked, if death is a 
necessity for this world’s use, why not also 
ful the use of thenext? If earthly hfe must 
beshortened to meet the requirements of 
finite nature, how, hereafter, shall infinite na- 
ture bear the burden of immortality? I sup- 
pose that hereafter, also, there may he the 
need from time to time, of “a sleep and a for- 
getting,” as the ages accumulate their expe- 
rience on the soul. Immortality may bea 
series of births instead of one continuous 
living. Successive deaths may be the rivers 
of thoso “altar stars that slope through 
dakness up to God; each star a new day 
of spimtual hfe,a higher capacity of servic- 
able action, a nearer revelation of the Infinite | 
Love. |

Atlantic and Pacific Railroad. 


It isnot generally remembered, says the 
Arkansas State Gazette, of a recent date, that 
Congress by act approved July 27, 1866, 
granted a charter to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad Company, for a railroad running in 
Missouri, from Springfield west through the 
Indian Territory, Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, and Southern California. In aid of this 
project by the same act, Congress gave the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Company and 
the Southern Pacific Company of California 
alternate sections of public land running the 
whole length of the road, and the right of 
way through the public domain, land for 
workshops and depots, and all the coal and 
iron mines discovered on the alternate sec- 
tions within the prescribed limits. These 
agricultural, coal and iron lands have 
greatly appreciated in value since 1866. 

At a suitable point in the Indian country, 
say at North Fork Village, about fifty miles 
west of the State line of Arkansas, on the 
Canadian River, the western extension of the 
Missouri South Pacific Road, running from 
St, Louis through Springfield, and the Mem- 
phis, Little Rock and Fort Smith roads unite, 
and proceed westward through this Atlantic 
and Pacific, or 35th parallel line, to the Paci- 
fic coast. : 

While other corporations have directed 
their energies to manipulating the bond mar- 
ket, the South Pacific Company of Missouri, 
and the Little Rock and Fort Smith Com- 
pany in Arkansas, have been steadily engag- 
ed in the construction of their branches. 
The first named is graded to the Indian line, 
and the rails are laid twenty miles west of 
Springfield, The road through Arkansas as 
is well known, will be completed to the line 
within a twelvemonth. 

A glance at the map shows that this road 
will, by its central position, be of almost 
equal benefit to the north and south. It has 
connection through St. Louis with New York 
and northern and eastern cities, and through 
Memphis with those of the south and south- 
east. 

The management and control of the 35th 
parallel route and branches is in the hands 
of some of the soundest business men in New 
York, Boston and St. Louis, who are well 
known as having ample capital to carry out 
the enterprise. Among them are Messrs. 
Francis B. Hayes, Andrew V. Stout, Joseph 
Seligman, Frederick Billings, Andrew Pierce, 
Jr., Oliver Ames, Uriel Crocker, Isaac Rich, 
and the parties who have charge of the Little 
Rock and Fort Smith Railroad. 

The Congressional and ring squabbles on 
the 32d parallel or Trans-continental route 
seem almost interminable at Washington, 
and it is probable that the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic route will be well under way to the Pa- 
cific before they are settled. When they are 
settled, Arkansas will have an interest in the 
two greatest and best of the Pacific Railroad 
schemes, and will reap a rich destiny from 
their final accomplishment. 


Comine Back.—“ Uncle” Billy Rankin, a 
hard-working, industrious old gentleman, 
who left this part of Arizona a year or more 
ago, says ina recent letter to John Buckley, 
of this place, that he is coming back, having, 
in his travels through New Mexico, Colorado, 
Kansas, Missouri, and Illinois, found no place 
so good for a poor man as Northern Arizona.

Law and Lawlessness. 


Well may we exclaim, whither, oh, whither 
are we drifting? when, in addition to the 
horrid, cruel, cold-blooded murders that are 
almost daily committed by savage Indians, 
within the confines of this Territory, civil- 
ized (?) men—Americans and Mexicans— 
quarrel about frivolous matters, and without 
stopping to allow their tiger passions to sub- 
side, hastily resort to deadly weapons to set- 
tle their disputes, and kill or maim’each oth- 
er. In saying this we do not wish to be un- 
derstood as alleging or insinuating that all 
citizens of Arizona who have misunderstand- 
ings act thus desperately, fiendishly, wan- 
tonly and unlawfully. Far from it. The 
great majority of our people are remarkably 
quiet, cool and law-abiding. But, there is 
no denying the fact that the Territory has 
among its population, very many bad, pas- 
sionate men, who are but too ready to stain 
her annals with crime—bring reproach upon 
her, and carn for themselves the ignominous 
name of murderers. Now, this ought not to 
be so. Human life is too precious to be vio- 
lently taken, or jeopardized by creatures who 
have not the power to restore it,—more es- 
pecially the lives of white men, in a country 
like this, where the race is scarcely able to 
protect itself from the natural born red mur- 
derers who, unfortunately, occupy it with 
us, and unless the laws are strictly enforced ; 
unless criminals are punished, crime and law- 
lessness will increase; armed bullies will ter- 
rorize over law-abiding citizens; patience 
will cease to be a virtue, and the virtuous, 
honest, law-abiding portion of the commu- 
nity will arise in their might, and swing the 
last murderous yilliam into eternity, there to 
atone for crimes committed_upon this Earth. 
Of course there are instances upon record— 
and such instances may again occur—where 
men have been impelled,—yes, compelled,— 
to take the lives of others ın order to save 
their own, but, such ~cases have been of rare 
occurrence, and itis our carnest prayer that, 
in the future they will be less frequent. In 
moralizing thus, we must not overlook the 
fact that the almost universal custom in 
vogue among our people of carrying deadly 
weapons has been one great motive for the 
numerous blood-letting scrapes that have dis- 
graced and blackened the fair fame of our 
Territory, and we hope that the time 1s near 
at hand when the cause that compels this 
gencral arming will be done faway with. 
Were there no hostile Indians in the Terri- 
tory, citizens would not be under the neces- 
sity of “fortifying™ themselves, with deadly 
weapons, and could go around with those on- 
ly which God has given them—their arms 
and tongues—weapons which, although capa- 
ble of inflicting considerable injury, scarcely 
ever destroy life. 

The foregoing remarks are a necessary cor- 
rollary to the numerous crimes that have re- 
cently been committed by civilized (?) peo- 
ple in this Territory—crimes, at; whose men- 
tion peaceable citizens shudder. Some of 
these are, the recent murder of Bradley, in a 
saloon in this town; the shooting of Garcia, 
at Florence, in Pima county; the murderous 
attack upon Mr. Duffield, at Tucson, and the 
desperate fandango affray at the same place, 
ashort time ago. It matters not that some 
of the persons killed and maimed in these 
desperate encounters had the name of being 
bad men. That does not, cannot justify the 
onslaughts made upon them, and we hope 
that our citizens will look upon it in this 
light, when they come to do justice between 
man and man, according to the laws of the 
Territory.

FROM SOUTHERN ARIZONA 


Brilliant Victory Over Apaches. 
RUMORED MURDER OF WHITES. 


Assault Upon M."B, Duffield. 


Noumper or Inprans RECENTLY KILLED, 
ETC., ETC, ETC. 7 7 


By the arrival of the Governor and party, 
from Southern Arizona, we\ have {news of a 
most exciting character—bad and good. The 
good is to the effect that Licutenants Cush- 
ing and Smith, with twenty-four men, of the 
Third Cavalry started from Tucson, recently, 
after the Indians who murdered Kennedy 
and Israel, proceeded to Camp Grant, where 
the command, under Licutenant Cushing, 
was joined by forty more men, making, with 
the officers and guide (Manuel) a force of 
sixty-seven in all. The command then start- 
ed on, found the trail of the savages, and 
followed it upwards of one hundred miles, 
until, on the afternoon of the 4th ult., the 
savages were discovered some distance ahead. 
The command then “laid low,” until the 
shades of night had enveloped the Earth in 
darkness, when it moved silently, cautiously, 
towards the Indian camp, which was sur- 
rounded. The men then rested on their 
arms until “ morning’s dawn illumed the shy,” 
when word was passed around the circle to re- 
construct the red miscreants, At it the boys 
went, and nobly, bravely did they accomplish 
the good work. In less time than we can 
tell ıt, thirty Indians lay dead on the ground, 
and two were captured. But two or three 
escaped to relate the terrible, but justly de- 
served fate that had befallen their country- 
men. Lieutenants Cushing and Smith, and 
the soldiers who inflicted this telling blow 
upon the Apaches deserve well of their coun- 
try. Their countrymen, in this Territory, 
will, we know, forever hold them in grateful 
remembrance, and accord them a place along- 
side Sanford, Winters and other brave offi- 
cers who have distinguished themselves by 
ridding tho Territory of some of the worst 
Indians that ever cursed a country. General 
Cogswell, the able commander who planned 
the recent successful scouts, is also deserving 
of great praise. The troops under lis com- 
mand have, in less than two months, killed 
about eighty Indians, captured several and 
destroyed much property. 

The bad news is to the effect that, on the 
9th of last month, the savages pounced upon 
Gardener’s ranch, near Camp Crittenden, 
killed David Holland, took a Mexican boy 
prisoner, and drove off several head of horses. 
Also, that Indians had attacked a ranch, near 
Tubac, killed a Mexican and wounded a Mr. 
Smith. But the worst, most painful news 
brought by the Governor, is a rumor to the 
eftect that Charles Meyer and nine or ten 
other men, had been killed near Florence, on 
the Gila, The rumor, however, needs con- 
firmation, and we forbear from commenting 
upon, or believing 1t, until hearing further 
particulars. It is said that Mr. Clifton, of 
this place, was with the party. Again, at 
Tucson, one night recently, some Mexicans 
went to the house of Major M. B. Duffield, 
and, to satisfy an old grudge, cut him up 
shockingly with knives. The Major was 
asleep, when the semi-civilized and cowardly 
devils attacked Inm. At last accounts, he 
was in a precarious condition. 


Interesting Letter from Col. K. S. Wool- 
sey, on the Indian Question. 


| AGUA CALIENTA RANCH, 
Yavapai County, Arizona, June 20, 1870. ! 


Epiror Arizona Miner:—As a scrap of 
Indian news I send you the following: 

Capt. Juan Chivari, head chief of the Mar- 
icopas, in company with two sub-chiefs of 
the Mohaves, came here last week from: the 
Apache camps northwest of here, and im- 
formed me that he (Juan) had mado a treaty 
of peace with the Yavapais and Wallapais, 
and that the Yavapais were to reoccupy the 
country from the Hassayampa to Williamn’s 
Fork, and west to the Oolorado river, the 
Apaches agreeing to assist the whites, Pimas 
and Maricopas in recovering any stock stolen 
by the Tontos or Pinal Apaches; in fact, to 
join with us in waging a war against the tribes 
cast. Chivari informed me that they 
had sent a deputation of braves to either 
Date Creek or Camp Rawlins, to confer with 
the military authorities. He is to return here 
in about a month, (next full moon) with the 
chiefs of the Yavapais, who, he says,'are anx- 
ious to know if I will make peace with them. 
Now, as I have seen nothing of it in the 
MINER of the 11th inst, (which came to hand 
yesterday ), and as Juan has been some twenty 
daysfrom Mohave, I hardly know how to 
talk to the Apaches when they come. Un- 
der the Fifteenth Amendment, they are human 
beings, and only erring fellow citizens, and 
will have to be treated accordingly, except 
that we are to forgive them for all of the 
murders and other crimes heretofore commit- 
mitted by them. The modest request of the 
Apaches to be forgiven their sins and have 
their country restored to them may appear 
rather extravagant to strangers, and appears 
somewhat binding upon usold settlers. But, 
before we complain, we had better look close- 
ly into the matter and see how we stand in 
the premises: In the first place,, the war 
commenced with the Yavapais in the winter 


withstanding that they were on the Colorado 
River Reservation part of the time, they a 
did more damagej during that time than ever 
before or since, in the same length of time. 
The Reservation only served as an asylum for 
them to flee to and recruito at will. After 
seven years of fighting and toiling, we re] LARGEST AND BE ST 
worse off to-day than when trouble first be- 
gun. In fact, we are a whipped community, 
and have been from the start. The Yavapais, 
on the contrary, are now in better eondition 
than they were at tite commencement, 80, no 
doubt are the Wallapais, So, taking into 
consideration the pitiful number of troops 
sent to the Territory, and the recent order 
of Gen. Grant against citizens fighting Indi- 
ans, I think we had better bury the hatchet, 
if we can get the opportunity. As I under-

with the powers at Washington, and + just as 
good for us. Ithink that treaties could be 
made with most of the tribes north of the 
Gila by allowing the Indians to keep posses- 
sion of all their ficlds and all valleys now 
farmed by them, and leave the mines and the 
remainder of the valleys, subject to be set- 
tled by the whites. From what I have seen 
east, the Apaches occupy but little of the 
country desirable to us, so our economical 
Uncle could in a few years get rid of all 
trouble on account of Arizona.

Drunk- 
enncss was his besetting sin, and to 1t, more than 
anything che, must be attributed bis untimely 
taking off, while yet young and vigorous, for he 
was not much, if any, over forty years of age

Discovery of Another Rich Mine. 
Jackson McCrachin, Jas. Fine, Charley Taylor 
and T.G Hogle, arrived an Prescott yesterday, 
from the Bradshaw Mining District, about 30 
miles south of Prescott, with alot of the richest 
gold-bearing quartz we have ever seen, froma 
ledge recently discovered by them, on the summit 
of the Bradshaw, not far from the heads of Blick 
Canyon and Beir Crechs. The ore is decom- 
posed, and yields about $100 to the pound, The 
ledge Ís 2 “blind” one, and so far as hnown, the 
pay-streak averages from thirty inches to three 
fectin width The country in which this rich 
find exists is well watered, tiinbered, grassed, and 
filled with game, such as bear, deer, and turkeys 
The ledge is not to cAcced thirty miles from Pres- 
e Gott, Several holes were sunk upon it, for pros- 
pecting purposes, and in this way it was proven 
that the vein, for 300 fect, curries plenty of free 
gold. The guk bes mahing down from it contun 
suficient gold to remuucrate parties for working 
them. The party arc so well satisfied of the rich- 
ness of this mine, that they intend returning to it 
in ada} or two, with tools, provistons, ete, to 
work it One or more arastras will be construc- 
ted, as soon as possible. Mr McCrackin, who 
found-the ledge, and the remainder of the party, 
are old, Intelligent, Cool-headed miners and pros- 
pectors, and their words may be relied upon In 
proof of the great richness of the ore brought in 
by them, itis only becvssary to state, that the 
people of this town, Who .are so accustomed to 
seeing and handing the richest specimens of gold 
Ores in the w orld, became somewhat excited aftur 
looking at the rock aud seeing it “panned out” 
Mr, MeCrachin, who has spent nearly 20 years of 
his life in this Territory and the adjoining Mex- 
ican States, says he never before witnessed as 
heaty arain storm as fell on the Bradshaw pre- 
vious to his leaving there Creeks, gulehes, and 
ravines were filled with the rushing fluid, and for 
24 hours the large streams were impassable. On 
thelr way to Prescott, the party stopped In Turkey 
Creek District, and found that the miners at work 
there on a silver ledge had taken ont considerable 
rich ore. The party saw no Indians. We venture

Letter from Wickenburg. 


Mines, Business, Eto, 
r 
[CORRES PONDENOE ARIZONA MINER.) 


Business, of late, has been very dull here. How- 
ever, Mr. Rush, at Vulture City, rushes “ biz,” 
assisted by Mr, Jo. Young, his right bower. 

Messrs. Barnett & Block are soon to haye a 
large stock of goods, which has been purchased 
recently by Mr, Block, in San Francisco, They are 
good boys, and are appreciated here. By the way, 
they qre to stock and manage the stage line from 
La Paz to Prescott, Cte, and after the Gth inst., 
you may expect to have the mail matter promptly, 
and all of it. 

To-day we were blessed with a coplous shower 
of rain, which lasted two hours,—refreshing the 
atmosphere and giving the ranchmen some hopes 
of a summer crop. 

The Vulture mine is looking better than it has 
for the past two years, During that time they 
have been sinking shafts and running levels to 
open the mine, and up to the present time, are at 
work on one stope only, There is at least four 
years’ ore in sight. The vein matter, at the bot- 
tom of the main shaft, Is seven and one half feet 
wide with about four feet of highly concentrated 
pay ore on the eastern side of the velin. They arc 
about to sink another hundred feet in the main 
shaft, This, with the levels that will be run from 
it, will mahe the Vulture the best of the great 
iniucs on the continent Ite capacity for produc- 
mg rich ore scems unlimited The mill i8 run- 
ning steadily, Last week they took out two of 
the old mortars and replaced them with new ones 
and now, as J am writing, the whole forty stamps 
are running again and producipg as fine results 
as they haveat any time during the past two years, 

I bave examined a lot of specimens from the 
Burro mincs, and from careful tests made here, 
there arc none of them that will compare favor- 
ably with the ores of the White Picacho mine In 
this district, although they resemble each other. 

This day, I examined a piece of ore taken from 
alate discovery, three miles east of the Vulture 
mill, the piece weighed six ounces, or therc- 
ubouts, showlug some little free gold. It was 
crushed and washed out, the result, after melung 
and refining up to ning hundred, was one dolar 
and seventy cents. This claim, I learn, velougs 
to Messrs Fitzgerald, Pearson & Co,and i» said 
to be well detined and traccable for quite a dis-

From Camp Date Creek. 


Mines, Rain, Etc. 


The ore now being taken out of the recently 
discovered mines in Martinez district, near the 
military post of Camp Date Creek, 1s sur passingly 
rich, new veins are being discovered, and people 
are arrisingStbere from every direction There is 
no humbug about these mines. They are there, 
and no mistake. That they are unmistakably, aye, 
surprisingly rich i gold and silver, 1s now an 
admitted fact If any doubt our assertions, they 
have but to look at the ores to be convinced 
General Cogswell, Colonel R. F. O'Beirne, Lieu- 
tenant Cluley, U. S. A, Governor Safford, and 
Mr Wasson, correspondent of the San Francisco 
Bulletin, bave visited them, and attest to the 
truthfulness of ourremarhs Mr, Wasson brought 
up a large piece of bluish white quartz, in which 
our eyes beheld a piece of gold as large asu 
thimble, besides several smaller jueces We, our- 
self, have a considerable quantity of Mayflower 
ore, Which will go at least $2,000 to the ton’ 
There is plenty of wood and water close to the 
mines, and machinery will soon be crected, when 
a new and prosperous era will be opened for that 
part of our county. 

As yet, the Indtans have not attempted to mo- 
lest the miners, but, should they hereafter do so, 
they will surely get the worst of it, as Colonel 
O'Beirne, who commands Camp Date Creek, is 
termined to protect citizens, and he will very soon 
be in condition to do s0, General Stoneman hav- 
ing recently promised to furnish him a small 
foree of cavalry for that purpose. 

A private letter, which reached here Tuesday 
last, states that fully an inch of water fell,at the 
post, on Monday last, and that crops were very 
fmo. 

As yet, no effort has been made to get up an 
excitement regarding these Date Creek roines, 
nor will there be The people of this section of 
the Territory are averse to that questionable mode 
of attracting the attention of laborers and capi- 
talists, but, so sure as there arc sand-bars in the 
Colorado river, a rush of people will soon come, 
and, from our knowledge of things, they will not 
be disappointed, nor rush in vain. Therefore, we 
say, let them come ;—those who cannot be suited 
there, will have no trouble in finding something 
to fill the bill at some other point.

With him 
came Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel E. W. Stone, 
Acting Assistant Adjutant General, Dr. Wirtz, 
Medical Director, Lieutenant Sherwood, Ald-de- 
Camp to the General, and one or two citizens, As 
the vehicles containing the General and his staff 
were passing through town, guns were fired by 
our citizens in houor of his arrival, and when the 
party neared Fort Whipple, a full salute was 
fired froin the guns of that post. We called on 
Genera! Stoneman a day or two, ago, and came 
away well satisfied with him, and fully convinced 
that he fs the right man in the right place. He 
will do everything in bis power to bring about 
peace and advance the interests of the Territory. 


Present Prospects 


“Are very encouraging, indeed. It commenced to 
rain here, June 80th, and has rained heavily every 
day since. The crops, asa matter of course, are 
growing like sixty. Mining induatry was never 
before more prosperous, the mills now running 
are paying well; many new and rich mines have 
recently been found, and more are being discoy- 
ered every day. The Territory has been created 
into a military department, and one of the bravest, 
ablest military ofiicers that ever drew a sword is 
here in command, determined upon subdulng the 
Indians; eqnstructing wagon 10ads, and dong

Tae INDIANS IN Councit.—A St, Louis 
dispatch, of June 12th, says the representa- 
tives of the Cherokees, Crocks, Seminoles, 
and Osage Indians, inhabiting the Indian 
Territory, held a council at Arkomulsee, in 
the Creck Territory, June 4th, to consider 


the Territorial and Railroad bills and other 


schemes affecting the welfare of the Indians, 
and after full discussion adopted an address 
to the President, Congress and people of the 
United States, in which they earnestly affirm 
their determination to preserve friendly rela- 
tions with the Government, and place them- 
selves squarely upon their treaty and the 
Sine of progress and improvement. They 
oppose Territorial Government, and the sur- 
vey and allotment of their lands and conation 
of their lands to the railroads present or con- 
tingent, not because they are enemies, but 
because they seo in them less of their homes 
and independence, if not extinction itself, 
The address reviews the history of events 
which placed them whore they are, and the 
struggles by which they have attained a pros- 
perous condition, and thoy ask as a right that 
the policy of the Government, as provided 
for in treaties with them, shall bo honestly 
administered, They repel charges of opposi- 
tion to progress and improvement, or to Chris- 
tian religion. Their form of government suits 
them; the tenure by which they hold lands 
is such as thoy prefer. They ask nothing 
but that the pi ea between them and tho 
Government shalt be faithfully observed, and 
uy appeal to the President and the people 
of the United States to defend them from the 
schemes of ambitious men,

Young America Abroad. 


Woe recently published a statement that 
the the faculty of the Heidelberg University 
had threntened to expel Stone, a young 
American. The following extract from cor- 
respondence of an Eastern paper will serve 
to show who Stone is: 

“The fact is that there is a most reckless 
set of Americans here at present. Beside 
them the corps students stand no chance 
whatever. When German students get 
drunk, they are entirely satisfied if they can 
succeed in getting each other home; but 
when Americans get drunk they insist on 
whipping out the whole beer-house, and see- 
ing that the establishment is properly closed 
before they leave. They are so pugnacious 
that the Germans generally clear out, and 
leave them the field, in order to avoid trouble. 
The man with whom the American, Stone 
(a gay Kentuckian), had his last duel, is not 
out of the house yet. The doctor was for 
some time in doubt whether he would be able 
to reconstruct that faceor not. The last four 
men with whom Stone has fought were car- 
ried off the field. One fellow he finished up 
in a minute and a half. As soon as any Ger- 
man begins to distinguish himself above oth- 
ers in dueling, Stone calls him out, and gives 
him a merciless drubbing.” 


Waar tue Inramy Costs — Says the Chi- 
cago Temes: “In a recent conversation with 
a Washington correspondent of a radical 
newspaper, Secretary Belknap said: “If we 
could feel ıt safe to 1emove troops from the 
South, we could take care of the Indians 
with a reduced mmy, but every time we 
remove a regiment from there, the Southern 
Congressmen and Governors of States are 
after us. The South is in the way of the 
greatest retrenchment at present.’ 

“The expenses of the War Department are 
double those of any other, and Sectetary Bel- 
knap says they are made so by the maintain- 
ance of the reconstruction infamy.

men and 55 women took a leap into the un- 
known by jumping from ligh windows. 
These facts are of value to people in this 
country Paris sets the fashion in suicides 
as in everything else; and hereafter, hanging 
for men and water for women, will be a lu 
mode on this side of the ocean.

Oxygen is a colorless and transparent gas, 
without odor or taste, alittle Heavier than 
ar its specific gravity being 1 1050 

A lighted taper lowered into a jar of ony- 
gen burns with surprising biilbaney. A 
A glowing spark upon the wich is all that is 
needed, the oxygen instantly and with a 
slight explosion, hindles it into a vivid flame 
Experiments like these lustrate the fact that 
bodies which burnin a, will burn with great- 
er vigor in oxygen, 

Again, let an iron wite or a steel watch 
watch spring be tipped with a bit of wood, 
Set fiie to (he wood and at once plunge it 
mto ajarof oxygen, quickly the metal takes 
fire and burns——the iton with a steady and 
beautiful helt, or the steel with a multitude 
of star like sparks. Bapermments such as 
this illustrate the fact that snbstances which 
do not burnin air may burn with great ra- 
pidity m oxygen. 

It not only supports combustion; it is also 
necessary to the hfe of anlmals. It is in the 
air, and animals bieathe it; it goes into thor 
blood and purifies it Anq yet were an ani- 
mal to breathe puro ‘oxygen, death would 
surely follow. By being mixed with nitro- 
gen, its violent action is toned down so that 
the inost delicate organ may not only with- 
stand it, but be inviyointed by its presence. 

Osygen ıs the most abundant element in 
nature, minerals, plants, and animals alike 
contain large quantities of it. One-fifth part 
of the air by weight is oxygen, cight ninth» 
of all the water on the’globe, and about onc- 
half of mi tho sold rocks. Besides this, il 
forms about four fifths of the weight of veg- 
ctable bodies, and about three-fourths ol 
that of ammals. It is, perhaps, not too much 
to say that one-half of all the matter of the 
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gen. And yet when freed fiom its prisons m 
solid and liquid bodies, oxygeu is a gas, invis- 
ible as arand but little heavier,— Cooley's 
Chemistry.

The Census, 


brang —— 


General Walker, Superintendent of tho 
Census, bas prepared the schedules for tak- 
ing the same unde: the act of May 23d, 1850. 
The first seedule enumerates dwelling houses ; 
families, persons, with their names, age, sex, 
color, profession or occupation; yalue of real 
and personal estate; place of birth of per- 
sons, their parentage, whether married or 
single, educated or not, ete., etc. ‘The second 
schedule yives the number of deaths durin 
the year, causes thereof, ete, The third 
schedule gives the productions of agriculture, 
nane of owner-of land, number of acres, 
cash value, live stock, ete. ‘Ihe fourth sched- 
ule is for the products of industry, and will 
show the name of the corporation, company 
or ivdividual producing, motive power, nuni- 
ber of hands employed, materials used, value 
of products, ete, The fifth schedule will 
show social statisties, as follows. Valnation 
of property, taxation, pauperis, crime, lbra- 
lies, Wages, colleges, academies and schools, 
newspapers and periodicals, religion, with all 
particulais covering the above. 

The assistants to the marshals are paid as 
follows? ‘Two cents fur every name taken; 
ten cents for every farm; fitteen cents fr ev- 


pey productivg establishinent of mdustry ; 


two ents for every dead person; and two 
pu cent, of the gross amount of names enu- 
erated, for socal statisties, and ten cents 
per mile fur travel The law provides that 
cach assistant, after qualifying, shall per- 
form Ins dutes by a personal visit to each 
dwelling house, and to cach family in bis sub- 
division, and shall ascertain by mqunies made 
hy some members of each family, if any one 
can be iound capable of giving the informa- 
tion, but aif not, then of the agent of such 
faintly ; shall also vimt personally the farms, 
mia, shops, mines or other places respecting 
Whirh information is required, and when 
such information is obtained aml entered in 
bis blanks, then Ins memoranda shall be read 
tothe person furnishing the facts fut revision, 

There wa penalty for refusing to furnish 
therequiued mformation to the assistants. 
The act provides that every person mofe than 
twonty Jaus of age belonging to any family, 
shall be an agent of such fauuly, and is re- 
quned to render a true statement of the in- 
formation required, on pains of forfeiting 
thirty dollas, to be sued for and recovered 
m an action of debt by the assistant, to the 
use of the United States.

Dran Sir *—According to promise, I send 
you such facts as I have been ablo to gather 
about the attack recently made by Apaches 
upon the mining party under Captain Curtis 
They were attached about a mile fiom Cot- 
tonwood Springs Mi.

about 150, and Capt Cutis having been 
wounded, they finally took the anmily from 
the wagon, and abandoning the latter, started 
for Florence, which place a part of them 
reached towards evening

Ile (asare all others) 1s of the Ogal- 
lalla tribe, and bas a Instory which if written 
in evfensy, would be a most remarkable one 
he 1s 53 years of age, and has been engaged 
in eighty-seven battles, m which he received 
a great many wounds, none of them, however, 
of a very serious nature. ‘hese battles have 
been with the Pawnees, Snakes, Blackfeet, 
Utes, Crows and.Omahas. In a battle which 
occurred thu ty-three years azo, when he was 
one of the youngest of the braves, he en- 
gaged with a party of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five warriors of his tribe, only twenty-five 
of whom escaped death. Ie was wounded 
twice and so distinguished himself for brave- 
ry that he was made a chief asa reward for 
Ins gallantry and prowess. Fiom that time 
he tapidly rose tn rank, until he obtained the 
eminent position which he holds to-day. Ie 
is looked upon by his people as one of the 
greatest waiors that ever wiclded the death- 
dealing tomahawk. While in the couneils 
his sagacity and eloquence have gained for 
him not only the admiration and respect, but 
the implicit obedience of all subjects,

The Theta Delta Chi fraternity, which met 
at the Astor House in February last, listened 
to an oration by Wm L. Stone, who, in the 
course of some interesting reminiscences of 
the rebellion, spoke of David Tilghman as 
the oflicer sqjected by the Confederate Gov- 
etnment to luke charge of its treasuie and 
archives, 

Qn the maming of Mi. Davis's capture, 
says Mr Stone, Tilghman waited upon him 
at his bedside, and sad: Mr, Davis, by this 
map you see that the enemy are here; such 
and such is the situation of the roads. If 
; you come with me you will be able to Jeave 
the country 1n safety. If you do not, you 

will be captured in five hours” To Mr. Da- 
vis replying cuitly that be ‘knew his own 
bu iness best, Tilghman continued, ‘Ver 
well, sir; Ihave been entrusted with the 
treasure and archives, and propose to secure 
them even atthe peril of the loss of your fa- 
vorand of my life. [shall start at once by 
the route I have maiked out. 

The result is well known, In less than five 
hours Mr. Davis was a prisoner; but the 
archieves were safe, When, a few weeks af- 
ter, in the recesses of the forest, Tilghman 
learned that all was lost, he alone, and with

The following is the order ii which the 
onginal thirteen States adapted the- Conastie 
tution of the United States. According to a 
provision in the Constitution it became bind- 
ing upon the States ratifying it when adop- 
ted by nine States. New Hampshire was the 
important ninth State: 1

The Convention of Delaware met, adopted 
the Constitution unanimously, and adjoarned 
ina single day. 

The Convention of Pennsylvania adopted 
the Constitution by a vote of 46 yeas to 23 
nays 

Fhe Convention of New Jersey adopted 
the Conetitation unanimously. 

The Convention of Ma-sichusetts was com- 
posed of about 350 members, and when it 
met was opposed to adopting the Constitu- 
tion. The majority for its ratification was 
only 19 votes, 


When the Convention of New York met ® 


the opponents of the Constitution were about 
two thirds of the whole body. Alexander 


l Hamiltons logie and eloquence secured a 


majority for rt. 

North Carolina remamed out of the Union 
more than eight months after the new Gov- 
ernment went into operation. The Conven- 
tion met and adjourned "resolutions that a 
bill of rights and certain amendments ought 
to be lud before Congtess and the Conven- 
tion that mht be called for amending the 
Constitution previous to its ‘ratification by 
the State of North Carolina, and the Con- 
vention was then disselyed. 

Rhode [sland remained out of the Union 
for upward of thuteen months. Tne General 
Assembly, mstead of calling a convention to 
consider the Constitution, referred that in- 
atiument to a direct vote of the people at 
their town meetings. Only 232 voted for the 
adoption of the Constitution, and 2,708 voted 
against it, 

Subsequently the Legislature called a Con- 
vention, the Governor giving the castmg vote 
for su doing in the smallest branch of tha 
legislature. Tho Convention adopted the 
Constitution Ly a majority of only two votes, 
the yeas being 34, and the nays 32.

A.D. Palmer, Captain U. S. Army, and 
apecial agent for the Moguis Indians, has 
written the following letter, which explains 
itself; and proves that the citizens of Pres- 
cott and vicinity were right in their opinions 
regarding the Moquis who have so often vis- 
ited us: 

Fort Wingate, N. M , July 2, 1870. 
To Brevet Major General F. Wheaton, com- 
manding Northern District of Arizona, Fort 

Whipple, Arizona: 

Sır :—Your communication of the 10th of 
May, 1870, is at hand. I fourd it at Fort 
Defiance, Arizona, on my return from the Mo- 
qui Villages, where I took station on the 9th 
day of May last. 

The Moquis Indians that have been most 
in the habit of visiting Prescott and Fort 
Whipple, Arizona, are from Oreybe, one of 
the Moquis villages under my charge No 
doubt exists in my mind but that the Oreybe 
Indians trade, more or less, with different 
bands of the Apaches, as du several of the 
other villages, but not to so groat an extent, 
During my stay I represented to them the 
bad policy they were pursuing, and its prob- 
able effects, if not discontinucd, but as they 
are situated in a remote and little known re- 
gion, and as they are but Indians, I doubt if 
any remonstrances that I could make would 
have any lasting effect. However, I made all 
the villages promise to treat hostile Apaches 
as their enemies, as well as “ours, threatening 
a discontinuance of Governmental assistance, 
and the arrest and trial of the chiefs who al- 
lowed any further tampering or trading with 
any of the Apaches. I expect soon to make 
another visit to the Moquis Villages for the 
purpose of vaccinating all their mbabitants, 
and will communicate the contents of your 
letter to them. 

It would be impracticable (I think) to get 
any Moquis to act as scouts, as they are lazy, 
cowardly and have their growing crops to at- 


tend to. I will mention the matter to the 
chiefs and send an Indian to Prescott with 
such information in regard to the matter as 
T can collect.

Letter from Camp McDowell. 


[COHRESPONDENCE ARIZONA MINER} 


Camp McDowext, A. T., July 14. 

Tho mail hetween this post and Wicken- 
burg has been hauled off, so we bave no com- 
munication with your section except by piti- 
vate hands. Mr. W. B. Hellings, Post trader 
at this post, leaves here for Preseott to-day 
He will take all mail matter with him as far 
as Wickenburg. I have only time to give 
you a few items. 

The Apaches have heen very busy here- 
abouts since I wrote you Jast. A few nights 
since they shot a Pima Indian, who was 
asleep within twenty yards of Col. Sanford’s 
quarters, at the post. They also broke into 
the corral on the Government farm, but luck- 
ily did not succced in getting any of the 
stock. S 

The scout under Captain Meinholdt did 
not do much in the killing business. Ono 
Indian was killed. Part of the scout got 
worsted by some three or four hundred In- 
dians, and had to return to camp. 

The farmers on Salt River are threshing 
ing their grain, and their crops turn out well. 
Some of the farms yield 2,000 pounds of bar- 
ley per acre, This can’t be beaten south of 
San Francisco, Indeed, I doubt if it can be 
equaled, this season, anywhere. 

We have all kinds of vegetables here, from 
the Government farm. New and good Irish 
potatoes have been plenty hero since the 15th 
of June, selling at tencents per pound in cur- 
rency. This is the first season that potatocs 
have been raised here, Wo bavo squash, 
cabbage, onions, green corn, green beans/ 
beets, and in fact all kinds of vegetables that 
grow anywhere. Water-melons and musk- 
melons are plenty and have been so for the 
past month.

servant early in the morning by hnoching upon 
the wall, and calling to him. AS the man entered 
the room Mr. Hintonsaid: «L'w afraid I'm dying, 
Wl die Jou must go inte town and tell Jin Me- 
Coy to came out and bury me” He had hardly 
spoken these words when he died without n 
struggle, or even a painful expression of cotn- 
tenance. Mr. MeCay and ether friends imme 
diately procveded to the ranch and bretight the 
body to the city, and made the necessary atrange- 
ments for the funeral, which took place on Tuen- 
day lust, Although the notice was short, on ac- 
conut of the suddenness of the event, the funeral 
was the largest we have ever seen in San Diego.

The Army of the United States. 


The friends of the new Army bill claim 
that a saving of $4,000,000 annually will be 
effected by its provisions. The reduction of 
the army is to be completed by the first day 
of July next year, from and after which date 
the standing Army of the United States will, 
in round numbers approximate to 30,000 men. 
Among the excellent provisions embodied is 
one that all army officers cinploved in civil 
duties on leave of absence, such as Minister 
abroad, the President's Military Secretaries, 
and others, are respectfully required to adopt 
an alternative: either resign their commis- 
sions or attend to their military duties. When 
officers are discharged on their own demand, 
they will receive from one to two years’ ex- 
tra pay; if discharged on recommendation 
by a Military Board, not more than one 
years’ extra pay will be allowed. The grades 
of General and Lieutenant General are to ex- 
pire on becoming vacant, and the Major Gen- 
erals are not to exceed three in number, and 
the Brigadiers six. The pay-roll will exbibit 


- the following figures: 


General, $12,000; Lieutenant General, 
$10,000; Major General, $7,500; Brigadier 
General, $5,500; Colonel, $3,500; Licuten- 
ant Colonel, $3,000; Major, $2,500; Captain 
(mounted) $2,000; Captain (not mounted), 
$1,800; First Lieutenant (mounted), $1,600; 
First Lieutenant (not mounted), $1,500; Soc- 
ond Lieutenant (mounted), $1,500; Second 
Lieutenant (not oun $1,400; Chaplain, 
$1,200; Aid-de-camp to Major General, $200 
additional; Aid-de-camp to Brigadier Gen- 
eral, $150 additional; Acting Assistant Com- 
missary, $100 additional; fuel and forage in 
kind to be issued by the Quartermaster'’s De- 
partment as now, 


Our Indian Experiments. 


The Russians have never had any trouble 
with the Indians of Alaska, although many 
of their northern tribes are perfect athletes, 
and in war would make thelr prowess felt. 

There has not been an Indian war in all 
British North American, Some of the fiercest 
tribes known on the continent » formerly 
ranged along the Canadian border. Even in 
New Mexico no Indian war of note occurred 
until after that country was transferred to 
the United States. We have not been fortu- 
nate in our dealings with the Indians, As 
soon as our authority is asserted over them 
they become troublesome customers. The 
following is a recent estimate of the cost 
of some of our Indian wars: The Utah In- 
dian war of 1852 cost 300 lives and $40,000,- 
000. The Indian wars on the Pacific coast 
have cost no less than $30,000,000. In New 
Mexico, three ela ge ia against the Navajos 
cost $80,000,000. The Seminole war cost 
$50,000,060 and fifteen years, with many 
lives, —-S. F. Bulletin.

struggle the pirates were overpowered ond 
put in irons. The Hertha then proceeded to 
Hongkong, but did not enter the harbor, for 
had sho done so, it would have been necessa- 
ry to hand over the prisoners to the English 
authorities, Word was sent-to tho German 
Consul, however, and he was taken‘in a boat 
to the Hertha, which thereupon put to sea 
again, Once out upon the high seas, the pi-, 
rates were tried, the Consul acting as a judge. 
‘Tho testimony showed the prisoners guilty of 
piracy, and they were therefore condemned 
to be hanged to the yard-arm. Tho Chinese 
have now greater respect for the rights of 
Germans than the Spaniards in Cuba have for 
the rights of Americans.—N, F. Sun, Juae 16.

Liquid MANURE ror SrrawBerrins,—A 
correspondent of the Smal? Fruit Recorder 
gives the result of an expermment which he 
made with liquid manure for strawberries. 
He said that he produced a half a hogshead, 
filled ıt with rain water, and put into 16 one 
quarter of a pound of ammonia, and one 
quarter of a pound of commonmtre. When 
the strawberry plants were blossoming he 
gave them a sprinkling of the solution at

The result was nearly dou- 
ble the amount of fiuit on those to which 
the liquid was applied, than was obtained 
from plants alongside, to which none of the 
liquid was given.

The State of New York has the largest num- 
ber, and Delaware the smallest, San Fran- 
cisco publishes tle greatest number of papers 
for the Pacific coast, New York has thirty- 
two dailies—aix in German, two in French,” 
and one, the Srandinavish Pust{in Danish aud 
Sweedish.

INDIANS SUING FOR PEACE. 


Is the Good Time Coming ? 


It is, if the ramors now in circulation con- 
cerning the expressed determination of vari- 
ous tribes of Apaches to bury the hatchet, 
and take their white brothers by the hand 
instead of by the throat, as heretofore, turns 
out to be true. If the savages really mean 
to do this, all will soon be well with them 
and us. We really hope their professions of 
peace are sincere, and that the little “un- 
pleasantness,” on the Agua Frio, Monday last, 
was a sort of closing frolic. ‘The once savage 
Coyoteros are now said to be pjous and lamb- 
like, the daring, vengeful Pinals, show symp- 
toms of hunger and hanker after Government 
rations; and the cruel, treacherous Apache 
Mohaves and Yavapais, to the west of us, 
profess a desire to sin no more! Several hun- 

“dred of the latter are, it is said, encamped 
near the Santa Maria river, about forty miles 
north of Camp Date Creek, prepared to treat 
with the military authorities, and help us 
fight our enemies, . So they have informed 
Colonel O’Beirne, of Camp Date Creek, 
through some Mexicans, who were out there 
cutting hay, whom the Indians visited under 
flag of truce. Of course, General Stoneman 
has been apprised of all this, and has taken 
action in the matter, but what that action is 
we cannot now say. We only know that the 
savages cannot fool him, should that be the 
game they wish to play. The Mexicans on 
returning from the Indian camp, told Colonel 
O’Beirne that many of the warriors were 
well armed, with guns, and had plenty of 
ammunition. When asked where they got 
so much powder and lead, we are told they 
replicd, “At La Paz.” Ool.,O’Beirne’s force 
being rather small, General Stoneman was 
not slow in sending Captain Monihon and 30 
troopers, from Fort Rawlins, to assist him in 
case of an emergency. What the result of 
all this peace talk will be, is, at present, a 
mystery. 


From West of Us. 


Wm. H. Hardy, of Hardyville, Mohave 
county, arrived in Prescott Monday morning 
last, and left again on the evgning of the 
same day. From him we Icarned as follows: 
The Wallapai Indians were peaccable, Mr. 
H. Saw several of them scattercd along the 
road....The seven white men engaged in 
farming at Fort Rock were getting along first- 
rate; their crops were looking splendid. They 
allowed no Indians to logf around their prem- 
ises....A steamboat was expected at Hardy- 
ville, when Mr. H. left there, with goods 
from the mouth of the Colorado....Dr. Pal- 
mer had visited the river, on a “ bugging” 
expedition for the Smithsonian Institute, and 
to see into other matters. He went down 
the river as far as the Indian reservation.... 
The Mormons talked seriously of establish- 
ing settlements in the northwest portion of 
Arizona. One of their head men lately told 
Mr, H. that they would soon send out ex 
ploring parties. Tet them come; if they he- 
have themselves they will be welcomed by 
our people, who are anxious to have that 
‘portion of the Territory peopled.

Hilling Corn. 


Forney’s Press says on the above subject. 
It is surprising that the barbarous old prac- 
tice of hilling up corn should still find advo- 
cates and followers. After years of effort on 
the part of the intelligent portion of the 
agricultural and horticultural press, it is now 
pretty well understood that it will not do to 
continually plow and injure the surface roots 
of fruit trees in the orchard. But we have 
heard intelligent men say that though they 
would disturb an orchard as little as possible 
in this way, yet corn was quite another matter 
But the laws which govern the nutrition of 
plants are pretty much the same all through. 

Roots love darkness, and yet wish to be as 
near as possible to the surface, and whether 
it is the root of an apple tree or the root of a 
cornstalk makes no difference in the working 
of this law. If we plow decp and cut off the 
surface roots the deepe: ones are unable to 
reap any benefit from the atmosphere; and 
those covered by the soil plowed over them 
are just in the same condition. This 1s the 
“science” of the thing, But better than all 
this is the experience of those who have tried 
the matter by careful and intelligent experi- 
ments. So far as we know every such test 
has resulted in favor of flat culture and against 
hilling. 

It A very fashionable to rail at “mere theo- 
rists,” yet we believe that many of our ab- 
surdest practices have resulted in the most 
commonplace theories, and this is one of 
them. Some one probably noticed the little 
rootlets coming out of the joints above the 
soil, and thought they wanted earth to cover 
them. Hilling was started in the “theory” 
that it was “helping nature;” or it may have 
started with some lazy fellow who thought 
he would not hoe or harrow early, but wait 
alittle longer, and then one good plowing 
would do the whole job. 

However, no matter how it orginated, it 
is a mistaken and bad practice, and should be 
left to go the way of many absurd things.

Our New Judge. 


Auburn (California) Stars and Stripes. of 


Associate Justice. ele! 

On Saturday last; Mon. C. A Tweed paid his 
farewell visit to Auburn, and on Tuesday neat 
makes his departure for Arizona, Where, as most 
of our readers are aware, he is to assume the po 
siuon of Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of that Teriitery, With but brief intermission, 
Jedge Tweed bas been a resident of Placer coun- 
{ty for nearly fifteen yenis, part of the time en 
gaged in private practice of the legal profession, 
part of the time as Distinct Attorney, and for one 
tern repiesenting this county im the State Senate 
We feel safe in asserting that few, it any, bave 
ever lived so long in this county, and left bebind 
them fewer enemies or canse fur enmity, and 
more friends. His amiabiliuty, profundity as a 
thinker, and rare conversational powers, èn- 
deared him to all who were favored with lis in- 
timacy. and made him a favorite in every circle. 
Judged by the standard of thuse who are too 
ready to believe the wolst, aud who think that 
accusation should, in all cases, be followed by 
relentless prosecution, he was unfit for a District 
Attorney, for in that office his kindliness and 
love of merciful justice often Jed him to be scarce- 
ly less considerate of the claims of the accused 
than of those of the State. As a Senator he has 
exerted a leading influence in libetalizing and 
elevating our jurisprudence. especially in 1e- 
moving unwise and unjust limitations as to the 
admission of evidence. His clearness of percep- 
tion, unsweverable mpaitiality and immutable 
love of justice, peculitily qualify him for the po- 
sition he 1s about to assume, in which, unless we 
are greatly mistaken, and unless be is denied the 
opportunity, be will win renown and promotion. 
Should be live and remain in the new field to 
which he is now destined, the embryo State of 
Anizona Ís to be congratulated on the acquisi- 
tion to her present Judiciary, and of a master 
mind and hand to mould and frame her future 
Constitution and laws The Judge will enter 
the Apache country cled, as is the custom, in 
warlike panoply, with deringer, revolver, and 
the twenty two inch bowie knife, presented by 
George Crisman, but we prophesy that he will, 
if surrounded by Apaches, compromise by giving 
half of bis scalp, his speech on the Fifteenth 
| Amendment, and an official obbgation not to 
prosecute, rather than to shoot or cut one of 
them, or molest a hau of their scalp locks.
